On Monday last the Pioneers celebrated 
the tenth anniversary of the admission of 
California into the Union. Ten years ago 
we embarked on the steamer at New York 
that bore the news to California of her ad- 
mission. We participated in the jubilee 
that hailed the glad tidings in this great 
metropolis. How swiftly bave the years 
gone by—what changes they have wrought. 
Then, California was nothing more than the 
Eldorado of the gold hunter and bold ad- 
yenturer. Now, the home of the farmer, 
the land of schools, churches and factories. 
Then, the paradise of convicts and ruffians. 
Now, though far from what it should be, 
the law is in some measure a terror to evil 
doers. Then, only twice a month letters 
and papers came to hand. Now, the tri 
monthly steamer, the semi-weekly overland 
mail, the semi-weekly pony express have 
multiplied onr postal facilities, so that in- 
stead of twice only, we may send and re- 
ceiveletters nineteen times a month. Then, 
almost everywhere and by every body a 
haste to get rich, which brought ontold 
trouble upon mev. Now, sober industry, 
patient toil, legitimate business legitimately 
performed. Then, temporary dwellings of 
cloth and prper, ete. Now, palaces. Then, 
conflagration upon conflagration year after 
year. Now, the alarm-bell booms out its 
telling notes, to assure us the fire, the once 
fearful, horrid fire has found its master.— 
Then, Vigilance organizations forself-defeuce 
—through the length and breadth of the 
land—angry and excited crowds gathered 
to inflict summary punishment on a fiend in 
human form.

of the burden. They look npon the Church, 
as soon to be theirs, they are to occupy it 
and hold it when their fathers and mothers 
who built it have passed away, and so have 
resolved to identify themselves as builders 


a church will not desert it, when they are 
men. 

The current income has, from the open- 
ing of the new house of worship, been more 
than sufficient to defray pastor’s salary and 
all other expenses of the church, but has 
not been equal to meet in addition the 
heavy interest on the debt. But now that 
the debt is provided for by the extra sub- 
scription the congregation is virtually free 
from debt. In addition to this evidence of 
prosperity, the congregation is increasing in 
numbers and strength, and enjoys in @ very 
great degree that union and cordiality which 
belongs to a homogeneous body. The pas- 
tor is strongly sustained by bis whole church 
as an expounder of those great doctrines of 
Christianity which are the safe gnards of 
the vation as well as of the Church. It is 
a true Church, and down to the millenium 
may it grow, live ard prosper.

sivenass of the late Assembly and the mild- 
ness of the language used, yet is the world 
correct in believing her to oecupy the posi- 
tion of ’27, viz: “ As mourning over those 
who conform to the world in its fashionable 
amusements,” since neither through her 
courts nor pulpits has she taken pains to 
remove the received impression. But sup- 
pose this assertion of change untrue, sup- 
pose Assembly to have thought social dances 
forbidden, suppose it to call upon Sessions 
to prevent the sending of the baptized youth 
to dancing schools, suppose this blue milk 
action to be what a hasty reader would 
gather, namely—a veritable reproof; what 
would be its authority? If enforced by the 
Sessions what would be the position of the 
disciplined member? What relation is the 
world to understand as existing between 
church courts and church members? What 
weight ought the community to give ecclesi- 
astic deliverances? 

Doubtless there are those in this State 
whose minds are tinged by the old belief 
that the Church is de facto, the conscience 
of her members, and they bound blindly to 
follow her rulings on all points whether 
spiritual or practical. Though when one 
seriously studies the question, its absurdity 
looms forth, yet are there mapy persons 
within the fold who would not think of 
doing any deed by thg Church forbidden, 
simply because the Church denounced, (not 
because the deed was either in its nature 
wrong or in its results injurions,) and who 
thus virtually grant her greater authority 
than is claimed or just. There are some 
ministers whose actions evince it as their 
belief that in matters spiritual she has su- 
preme control, insomuch that should her 
courts expel one who, thorgh a truster in 
Christ, differed from her upon dances, ope- 
ras and theatres, attending them whenever 
his jadgment advised, such expulsion would 
necessitate the damnation of hissoul. And 
these gentlemen view with holy horror any 
diseassion of ecclesiastical authority lest 


- forsooth the position which she has usurped 


in the minds of some be weakened, Has 
the American Church in reality and effect 
revived the European dogma of the divine 
right of ministers to be as a Lord to the 
conscience of her members? Does any 
American Christian when uniting, band over 
to the Session or Vestry his individuality 
and say ‘here brethren is my conscience, 
here my perceptive powers and judgment, 
here my soul; take them, think for me, de- 


cide for me, on all questions religious I sur- 
render to your keeping my personality my 
responsibility Godward, what you advise | 
shall do?” has avy Californian done that? 
Does the Church ask such abject serfdom? 
Does the world suppose her nothing more 
than a getting together of selfish bigots for 
the purpose of swaying iron rule over the 
individual? or does she deem herself the 
only judge of conduct, and that men will 
implicitly follow her rulings as they do the 
Bible? Let her pass a thousand ecclesias- 
tic laws and what relation does she wish 
them to hold, what .effect does she wish 
them to have, any other than the relation 
of the light-house to the inbound mariner, 
any other than an advisory effect? Of 
course no thoughtful person misapprehends 
her true position, for the standards are ex- 
plicit, yet so little has been said thereabout, 
so great the fear lest her power be weak- 
ened that many both within and without 
have very confused ideas as to the weight 
justly due her utterances. 

The great-hearted mea of 1729 could not 
enter upon. the adoption of the Confession of 
Faith and Catechisms withcut first making 
clear and prominent the absolute sovereignty 
of the individual conscience. “ Althongh 
the Synod do not claim or pretend to any 
authority of imposing our faith upon other 
men’s consciences, but do profess our just 
dissatisfaction with, and abhorrence of such 
impositions, and do utterly disclaim all leg- 
islative power and authority in the Church, 
being willing to receive one another as 
Christ has received us to the glory of God, 
and admit to fellowship in sacred ordinances, 
all such as we have grounds to believe 
Christ will at last admit-to the kingdom of 
Heaven, yet we are undoubtedly obliged to 
take care that the faith be kept pure.— 
Wherefore ministers (not members) shall 
hereafter subscribe to the standards. And 
in case any one should have scruples, Pres- 
bytery shall notwithstanding admit him if 
such scrople be only about articles not es- 
sential and necessary in doctrine, worship 
or government. Aud the Synod do sol- 
eronly agree that none of us will traduce or 
use any opprobrious tcrms of those that 
differ from usin these extra-essential and 
not necessary points of doctrine, but trea 
them with the same friendship, Kinde 
and brotherly love, as if they had nobdif- 
fered from us in such sentiments.” (Act 
Preliminary to the Adopting Act. Assem- 
bly’s Digest, p. 4.) 

Chapter I, of the Form of Government 
as ratified by the Assembly of 1821, is 
equally pointed. ‘‘The Presbyterian Church 
are uhanimously of the opinion 

I. That God alone is Lord of the con- 
science, and hath left it free from the doc- 
trine and commandments of men, which are 
in anything contrary to bis word, or beside 
it in matters-of faith or worship. So that 
to believe such doctrines, or to obey such 
commandments out of conscience, is to be- 
tray true liberty of conscience and the re- 
quiring an implicit faith, and an absolute 


and blind obedience is to destroy liberty of |. 


conscience, and reason also. Therefore they 
consider the rights of private judgment, in 
all matters that respect religion, as univer- 
sal and unalienable. 

V. That while they think it necessary 
to make effectual provision, that all who 
are admitted as teachers. be sound in the 
fuith, they also. believe that there are truths 
and forms, with respeet to which many men 
of good characters and principles may differ. 
And in all these they think it the duty, 
both of private Christians and Societies, to 
exercise mutual forbearance towards each 
other. 

Vil. That all church power, whether 
exercised by the body in general, or in the 
way of representation by delegated authority, 
is only ministerial and declarative ; that 1s to 
say, that the Holy Scriptures are the only 
rule of faith and manvers; that no church 
judicatory ought to pretend to make laws to 
bind the conscience in virtue of their own 
authority ; and that all their decisions should 
be founded upon the revealed will of God. 

VIL. Lastly— That, if the 
‘Scriptural and rational principles be stead-

fastly adhered to, the yigor and strictness of 


its discipline will contribute to the glory and 
happiness of any church. Since ecclesias- 
tical. discipline must be purely moral or 
spiritual in its object, an@ not attended with 
any civil effects, it camderive no force what- 
ever, but from its own justice, the approba- 
tion of an impartial public, and the counten- 
ance and blessing of the great Head of the 
Church universal.” (Confession of Faith, 
pp- 113, 406.) 

The Assembly of 1848, in defining the 
relation of the Church to Moral Reform 
Societies, delivers thus: “The laws of the 
Church are the authoritative injunctions of 
Christ, and not the covenants, however be- 
nevolent in their origin and aim, which men 
have instituted.of their own will; and the 
ground of obligation which the Church, as 
such, inculcates, is the authority of God 
speaking in ‘his word, and not pledges of 
honor. In this kingdom of God the Holy 
Scriptures are the only rule of faith and 
manners, and no Church judicatory ought 
to pretend to make laws which shall bind 
the conscience, or to issue recommendations 


which shall regulate manners, without the | 


warrant, explicit or implied, of the revealed 
will of God.” (Baird’s Collection p. 797). 

These, mark it, are quotations from the 
existing Constitution of the Presbyterian 
Church, and the authoritative rulings under 
that Constitution. 

Why, now, did not the Assembly of ’60, 
before asserting the practice of promiscuous 
social dancing by members to be a mourn- 
ful inconsistency, adduce those Scriptures 
which forbid innocent dances, instead of 
dodging a direct question? Or if, in their 
first answer, they hold such dances to be 
covered by the “spirit of the prohibition,” 
citing the 7th Commandment as the rule of 
faith and manners, then why do they not in 
the second, indicate that, in their opinion, it 
ts the duty of sessions to exercise discipline ? 
If ‘God, speaking through his word,’ has 
denounced these practices, surely is it the 
Church’s duty to follow his voice; and if 
the men of, 60 so heard, most emphatically 
were they bound as honest men to solve the 
doubts of Presbytery. But if God, neither 
explicitly nor by implication so speak, why 
do they undertake ‘to issue recommendations 
which shall regulate manners?” With what 
constitutional authority do they assert party 
giving a compromise of religious profession ? 
who gave them the right to announce the 
education ot children a sad error in family 
discipline? Either they have shirked duty 
or usurped power! 

The simple fact is that upon all questions, 
especially non-essentials, each individual 
must read, study, determine the Scriptures 
and circumstances for himself. Neither 
voluntarily nor per force can his conscience 
be merged in any grand Church conscience, 
his responsibility Godward charged to her 
account; and the only legitimate authority 
belonging to her deliverances is advisory. 
She can assert the belief that a specified 
action is contrary to the Scriptures; but, 
after all is said and done, such utterance is 
only an assertion, an opinion, and is to have 
just as much, and no more weight than 
would any other mere opinion of erring 
men—though capable, wise, honest. 

If the session should excommunicate 
a member for dancing, its action ‘ would de- 
rive no force whatever save from its own jus- 
tice, the approbation of an impartial public, 
and the countenance and blessing of God.’ 
Hence should the expelled, conscientiously 
differing from his brethren on this non-es- 
sential, after prayerful deliberation, find his 
course approved by his own conscience and 
his Saviour—should he, a truster in Christ, 
strive to do God’s will in all life’s relations, 
the expulsion has no possible effect upon 
his salvation, neither in the most infinites- 
imal degree necessitates the damnation of 
his soul. The Church will have done noth- 
ing more than deelare the opinion that he 
is wrong. But thank God, no body of men, 
be their purity immaculate, their wisdom 
well nigh infinite, shall usurp Christ’s throne 
to adjudge heaven or hell. Such, then, is 
the relation of Church courts to Church 
members, and such the weight which com- 
munity should ascribe to ecclesiastic deliv- 
erances. In so far forth as they assert a 
truth, accept—so far forth as they assert an 
error, reject. 

The advice of Horace Greely to young 
politicians is equally applicable and of far 
more importance to young Christians :— 
“The moral I would inculcate is a trite one, 
but none the less important. It is summed 
up in the Scriptural injunction—‘ Put not 
your trust in princes.’ Men, even the best, 
are frail and mutable, while Principle is 
sure and eternal. Be no‘man’s man but 
Truth’s and your country’s. You will be 
sorely tempted at times to take this or that 
great man for your oracle and guide—it is 
easy and tempting to lean, to follow and to 
trust—but it is safer and wiser to look ever 
threugh your own eyes—to tread your own 
path—to trust implicitly in God alone.— 
The atmosphere is a little warmer inside 
some great man’s castle, but the free air of 
heaven is ever so much purer pnd more 
bracing.

Letter from Rev. J.A. Benton 
Berux, April 14, 1860. 

Epitor Pactrtc:—-One really’ becomes 
fascinated, aftér While, with the nspects 
of an old city, notwithstanding the dust, 
grim, blackness and offensive odors to be 
encountered when he goes to exploring 
among the relics of the hal@buried past.— 
And yet, if he lights upon a newspaper or 
gets a letter from the new side of the globe, 
where his hopes and heart are, there comes 
an almost tearfal longing to be up and 
away, leaving the past to care for itself, and 
these old cities to go their moping course. 
Already I draw my breath more freely, bav- 
ing come within two days’ journey of my 


From Prague to Dresden is a ride of 
three or four hours, down the valley of the 
Moldan, and then down that of the Elbe. 
The latter river is very beaatiful, and the 
scenery I think is jastly regarded as inferior 
only to that of the Rhine, among the Euro- 
pean rivers. I took a good deal of pains 
so to arrange my time of going, and my 
seat in the railway carriage, as to have the 
best possible view of everything as we 
passed along. I was very largely rewarded 
for my diligence. Many sights pleased and 
inspirited me. There are none, to be sure, 
of the wildest and grandest character, but 
there are many sufficient to fill one with 
surprise and delight. The valley is quite 
narrow most of the way, averaging about 
a mile, the hills rise toa hight varying from 
300 to 1500 feet, falling off at times in 
dark, precipitous ledges of sand-stone, and 
then by steep declivities covered with the 
deep green foliage of pines, firs and spruces. 
The river was swollen, turbid and swift, 
whose current was followed by many a raft 
of pine logs, and breasted by numbers of 
long and narrow steamers, having a string 
of sloopgs in tow. A Strip of cultivated 
land runs along the water’s edge and against; 
the dark hills, varying in breadth from five 
rods to fifty, and on this stand houses, al- 
most continuously, in single or double rows. 
The railway passes down on the left bank, 
and keeps near the very brink, following 
the sinuosities of the river, and scarcely 
finding room for itself around some of the 
sharper points, and taking the liberty now 
and then of dodging through a hole to 
avoid a difficulty. In the vicinity of Bo- 
denbach, where the frontier is crossed into 
Saxony, the scenery is very wild and ro- 
mantic, and the view takes in Tetschen, a 
small town on the opposite side of the river 
close to which is the large, yet uncomely 
chateau of Count Thun. A few miles below 
Bodenbach one comes to Kénigstein, town 


and fortress. The castle stands nearly 1000 
feet above the sea-level, and ean be ap- 
proached only by means of bridges thrown 
across ravines and roads cut into the living 
rock. It is one of the fortified places that 
no enemies have ever been able to take. 
The treasures of the Saxon monarchs have 
always been safe within the castle, and some 
of the sights at Dresden would be wanting 
had it not been for the strength of this for- 
tress. Opposite Kénigstein is Lilienstein, 
higher than the former, and the highest of 
a number of the table mountains which rise 
on sand-stone cliffs along the Elbe. 

A few miles above Dresden the hills 
branch away from the river and soften down 
so that one enters a broad and charming 
valley, from the midst of which the towns, 
domes and spires of Dresden arise, over- 
topping the great old trees which flourish 
inthe city and its suburbs. Two-thirds of 
Dresden occupy the left bank of the river, 
and a massive stone bridge leads over to the 
new town on the right bank. e steamers 
that go up and down the river, lower their 
smoke-pipes and pass beneath the arches, at 
full speed, especially on the downward 
course. The amount of business transacted 
on the levees at Dresden can not be reckoned 
large, in view of the numbers of the popn- 
lation. I fancy that most Americans would 
consider the city old and dull, after the 
first three days liad expired. Not more 
than one in ten of its 100,000 people would 
show any anxiety to havethem remain. In 
general I received the impression that the 
people of Dresden were not anxions to en- 
tertain strangers, though they did not refuse 
to receive a great deal of money for the 
little they condescended to do. owever, 
the acres covered hy the city are not vast, 
and one can walk through many of the 
chief streets in the course of two or three 
hours. I made the rounds on the very af- 
ternoon and evening of my arrival. The 
air was chilly enough for a heavy overcoat, 
and the light of the sun going down the 
west was pale, yellow and sickly. Only the 
hardier flowers of the Spring were to be 
seen in yard and garden. The vine buds 
were not yet bursting in the vineyards, and 
every thing was backward but the lime-trees 
and horse-chesnats. It was manifest that 
I had changed my climate, and was nearer 
the ice-fields of the north. The backward- 
ness of the season was nowhere else more 
palpable except in the mountain chains.— 
Yet the weather favored me, on the whole, 
throughout Germany, and J enjoyed myself 
awhile, at least, in the capital of Saxony. 
The city is not very beautiful, having nei- 
ther fine parks, fine streets, nor excellent 
public edifices. There was probably less 
good taste in Dresden in past times than I 
hope there is now. The environs of the 
city are more delightful than the city itself. 
But were it not for the distinguished men 
of the place, its society, its music, and its 
collections, Dresden would hardly be con- 
sidered worthy of any special attention 
from travelers. 

To her priceless collection of works of 
art, virtu and antiquity; to her picture gal- 
lery, and to her “ Green Vault,” Dresden 
owes most of her modern distinction. The 
former kings of Saxony showed tlteir wealth 
and magnificence by accumulating rare and 
costly objects of all kinds, especially carved 
works, jewels, regalia, mementoes and curi- 
ous and fanciful products of genius and me- 
chanical skill. These were deposited in 
strong rooms, on the lower floor of the Roy- 
al palace, and ultimately grew into what 
are now known as the Green -Vaults—so 
named from the color of furniture and hang- 
ings. No monarch of the earth can now 
exhibit a richer collection than this, of the 
sort. As estimates are even now put on 
such things, in days when many of them are 
become cheap, there are millions of dollars, 
perhaps ten millions locked in those vaults. 
There are eight of these apartments filled 
to overflowing, and one might give a day to 
each one without exhausting all the interest 
from it. Yet the visitor is hurried on from 
one thing to another so rapidly that he has 
hardly time to arrange rooms and objects in 
his memory, so as to be able to recall the 

noticeable ones at his convenience.—

drously beautiful. But I remember quite 
as well as any other things, two finger-rings, 
formerly worn by Martin Luther. 
them is a cornelian, and the other is that 
enameld seal ring of his, bearing a death’s 
head, and the motto, “ Mori saepe cogita.” 
And, by the way, there are things that begin 
to gather round one in Saxony and the ad- 
joining states, to remind him of the Protes- 


tantism of the masses of the people, and of 


the reformation in which it has its origin; 
and yet it is difficult for the imagination to 

o back and paint these landscapes as they 
then were, and people them with such men 
as we know were living and contending 
then; for there is nothing very interesting, 
lovely or grand in the scenery we gaze on, 
nor anything very grand or interesting in 
the look and aspect, manner and style of the 
men and women one falls in with. I sus- 
pect that here, as in some other countries, 
the Reformation needs itself to be reformed. 
The Zivinger buildings were intended as 
the fore-court to a new very gorgeous pal- 
ace; but that palace was never erected, and 
never will be. The quadrangle is not very 
beautiful as it stands, but the sides are well 
occupied. Here are the Historical Museum 
and the Museum of Natural History. The 
former collection is a very large and supe- 
rior one, excelling every other in some spe- 
cial departments; yet, after one has seen a 
dozen good museums, they cease to be very 
attractive to him, and he passes by every 
thing in them, but the few for which they 
are noted. The fourth side of the Zevinger 
contains the Picture Gallery, justly regard- 
ed as the finest in Germany. There is also 
a gallery of casts, and a print-room in the 
same portion of the Zevinger. The entrance 
into the building is a fine one, and around 
the Tribune, under the great dome, are hung 
five tapestries after the cartoons of Raph- 
ael. The gems of the Picture Gallery, I 
suppose, are the two Madonnas; that of 
Holbein and that of Raphael, and the 


. “ Notte,” of Corregio. An entire room is 


devoted to each of the Madonnas, and one 
also tothe “ Notte,” and a few other Correg- 
gios. Besides these, nearly all of the world’s 
famous artists are represented in the gallery, 
and most of them by pieces of great merit. 
If the better paintings in all galleries were 
but arranged by themselves, how many steps, 
how much aching of the eyes, and what 
straining of the eyes would be saved one 
who is not blest with leisure! 

There is a “Japanese palace” on the 
east side of the river, a museum of antiqui- 
ties, a depot for the sale of “ Dresden chi- 
na,” perhaps inferior to Sevres china now, 
and one or two equestrian statues; and in 
various portions of the town are objects to 
which I devoted much more time in seeing, 
than I can to the writing of them—assum- 
ing them to be worth mentioning at all.— 
It is quite certain that 1 found more attrac- 
tions in Dresden, after all, than I had sup- 
posed were in existence there. I left the 
city all a glow in the light of a setting sun, 
and had a beautiful ride, for a few miles, 
among gardens, vineyards and groves, and 
until we turned out of the proper valley of 
the Elbe, and entered on that tract of cold, 
poor, thin soils, which extends many miles 
around this city, which has, after all, grown 
great in the midst of impoverished acres, 
and become the Capital of one of the larger 
powers of Europe. Berlin is a more mod- 
ern, and much more populous city than 
Dresden. ‘The number of its inhabitants is 
scarcely less than half a million, Yet the 
little river Spree, on which it is built is but 
a canal, in comparison with the deep, swift 
Elbe; while the scenery around Berlin 
could hardly be more tame and flat than it 
is. Here, however, are the signs and tokens 
of wealth, power, pride and national vanity 
and the prejudice of race. Herearechurches, 
galleries, museums, theaters, halls, institu- 
tions of learning, palaces, armories, bar- 
racks, parks and streets worthy of a great 
and learned people—that are, nevertheless, 
not the greatest people on the earth, except 
for sour beer and strange philosophy. ‘This 
Capital was at first the creation of the will 
of Frederick the Great, who compelled his 
subjects to live here and build it up; and 
now it has come to pass that there is need 
almost of compulsion to hinder the coming 
of too many citizens to reside in the proud 
city of the monarchs of Prussia. The poor 
old crazed king is kept out at the “ Sans 
Souce,” in Potsdam; the Prince Regent, 
the crown prince Frederick William, and 
the daughter of queen Victoria may be seen 
in the streets on almost any fine day. |

In fact, are not the most pros- 
perous hotels, temperances houses ? 

A quiet house, well provided with good 
beds, a good table, free baths and reading 
rooms, will not fail to attract those who can 
appreciate comfort while away from home. 
Perhaps one reason temperance houses have 
been so unpopular is, that they have been 
teo often conducted on a scale of economy 
that ran into niggardliness. This cannot be 
said of the What Cheer House of Sacra- 
mento, and as long as the present intelligent, 
liberal and attentive landlord esuperintends 
it, it must secure a large share of the public 
patronage. Give us good temperance bouses 
for every town, village and city in the 
State.

News from Europe to the 17th, per Nova 
Scotia. 

A resolation for raising £300,000 for 
India was agreed to in the House of Com- 
mons. 

Political interest prevails in Paris on the 
Sicilian and Italian questions. 

The Neapolitan Parliamentary elections 
commenced onthe 16th. Refugees are pre- 
ferred by the electors, who openly declare 
for the annexation of Naples to Piedmont. 

The papers publish dispatches anrouncing 
the unopposed disembarkation of Garibaldi, 
near Reggio, on the night of the 10th. The 
same dispatch reports the evacuation of 
Scilla by the Neapolitans. Both state-| 
ments are doubtful. 

Trieste —It is believed that Garibaldi 
intends to attack Austria, not on the Vene- 
tian, bat on the Croatian coast, by attempt- 
ing @ disembarkation. The Austrian an- 


 thorities believe that he will first endeavor 


to provoke revolution in Croatia and Hun- 
gary before proceeding to Venitia. — All 
the coasts were victoriously watched by the 
Imperial cruisers. 

A Naples telegram states that the Gari- 
baldians attempted to land and were re- 
pulsed. Only two hundred succeeded in 
landing, and they were pursued into the in- 
terior. 

Garibaldi expected to attack Venice. 

Aastria will maintain the conflict alone 
against all Italy. 

Prussia will remain neutral while other 
Powers do not interfere. | 

The material at the Austrian arsenal at 
Venice is being transferred to Polo. The 
steamer Veloce had entered Castellamere 
at midnight on the 14th, and fired several 
cannon shots. 

Minorca returns without producing any 
result. 300,000 reals of the Morocco in- 
demnity had arrived at Madrid. 

Chinese advices say that Sow Chow was 
sacked and burned. The imperial troops 
were said to have joined the rebels. 

Lonpon, Aug. 17 —The Paris corres- 
pondent of the Times says that the Pove 
has written a very melancholy letter to the 
Cardinal of France. He looks upon all 
as lost, and although convinced that he will 
die by the bullet of an assasin, he declares 
that he will quit Rome ander no considera- 
tion and for no price. 

ConsTANTINOPLE, July 17.—Advices from 
Damascus of the 15th inst., state that Faud 
Pasha has surrounded Lebanon with troops 
and threatened with the sword the Druses 
and Sheiks if they did not surrender in two 
days. ‘T'wenty Sheiks had already been 
taken, and nearly eight hundred other im- 
portant arrests made. 

The Sultan visited the Porte on Thurs- 
day, and delivered his speech to the Minis- 
ters, expressing a resolution to punish Sy- 
rian offenders most severely, and also an in- 
tention of reducing the list of high func- 
tionaries, and of effecting economy gener- 
ally. Paper money is to remain in circula- 
tion until July next. The Sultan is about 
to address autograph letters to Queen Vic- 
toria and the Emperor Napoleon, on the 
subject of Syrian affairs, in which he will 
express a desire to have the sole punish- 
The massacre of 
Paldere is confirmed, but no details are 
given as yet. 

A Paris correspondent of the N. Y. Times 
says Austria has now 250,000 men in Ven- 
etia. 

The same letter says the Neapolitan Gov- 
ernment had decided to postpone the Par- 
liamentary election idefinitely. This step, 
which is equivaient in the eyes of the Nea- 
politans to abrogation of the new Constita- 
tion, will produce a great fermentation, and 
will only hasten the crisis which the King 
wishes to avoid. 

Advices from the West coast of Africa 
via England, state that the Captain of the 
American bark Edwin, of Salem, had been 
accused of killing some Kromen, and at- 
tempting the lives of others. ~The gun-boat 
Lochrea was at Cape Coast, and the Com- 
mander was investigating the affair.

ANTICIPATED SCHISM IN THE GREEK 
Cuurcu.—There is at present a great re- 
ligious ferment in Bulgaria and Roumelia, 
and it is by no means unlikely that there 
will be a great schism in the Greek Church. 
In the neighborhood of Seres, no fewer 
than twenty thousand orthodox Greeks have 
thrown off the supremacy of the Patriarch 
at Constantinople, and joined the United 
Greeks, who recognize the Pope as their 
spiritual chief. For the moment everything 
is quiet in Servia, and it is believed at Bel- 
grade that the farseurs have received orders 
from Russia to remain passive for a time. 


British Metnopism.—The increase of 
its membership during its past ecclesiastical 
year was fifteen thousand four hundred and 
sixty-nine full members, and twenty-six 
thousand seven hundred and forty-six re- 
main on trial. The candidates for the min- 
istry are more numerous than in any former 
year. The Missionary collections for the 
year amount to $700,000. 


Artrack Upon a Miss1oxnary Station 
oN THE Arrican Coast—The West Al- 
rican Herald gives the particulars of an at- 
tack by sayages upon the town of Magbelli, 
near Cape Coast Castle, and the Mission- 
ary station there, on the 14th of June.— 
Most of the male population were absent, 


‘ and only the old and infirm were in the 


town. The attacking party numbered about 
three or four hundred men. They divided 
themselves into small companies, one of 
them attacking the Mission premises, and 
another the British traders, and thus they 
were scattered wherever they thought to 
find plunder. They forcibly entered the 
missionary dwelling, and seizing the Rev. 
Mr. Wiltshire and his wife, stripped them 
of nearly all the clothing they had. Mrs. 
Wiltshire was then tied and dragged to the 
water-side, and forced into a canoe, with the 
intention of being carried across the river ; 
but «ae canoe being too crowded with pris- 
oners, sunk in attempting to shove off from 
the shore. - At this juncture the shots of a 


party coming to her relief were heard, and. 


the savages retreated, leaving their prison- 
ers in the bush, where Mrs. Wiltshire was 
found and rescued. In the meantime, other 
parts of the town had been given up to 
plunder. Mr. Thensted,an English trader, 


was robbed of all his goods, and had his 
shirt stripped from his back. One of the 
mission boatmen was cut across the stom- 
ach and killed. A schoolboy about eight 
years old, refusing to leave the mission yard 
and go with the Kossohs, was killed on the 
spot, his head being severed from his body. 
Another of the school children, a little girl, 
was drowned, along with many others, in a 
canoe, which, from being too crowded with 
prisoners, filled and went down. The sav- 
ages on both sides have hitherto respected 
the mission, and agreed to leave it unharmed. 


CHRISTIANITY IN Tuscany.—We have re- 
peatedly referred to the labors of the Wal- 
denses in Tuscany, since it became a free 
ate. It seems that there is also another 
body of Protestants in that country, who 
call themselves Fratelli, They have lead- 
ers, but as yet no clergymen. They read 
the Bible (which is now freely circulated 
throughout Tuscany, at very cheap rates,) 
pray together, and dispense altogether with 
the priests. Their number is rapidly in- 
creasing, and it is confidently predicted that 
in a short time the Protestants will be nu- 
merically in the ascendency. 


Fruirs or Jupson’s Lire anp Lasors.— 
In 1813, the first Baptist foreign missionary 
society was formed in this country, whose 
receiptgthe first year were $980 22; last 
year, Baptists in the United States con- 
tributed $192,141 to the cause of missions. 
Then the Baptists had no missions, and but 
2 missionaries, Judson and Rice; now there 
are nineteen missions and 450 missionaries. 
Then there were no converts among the 
heathen; now there are 234 Baptist churches 
on heathen ground, with 14,322 members. 


GENERAL View or tHE Scnoor — 
The following are the statistics of the Pres- 


byterian Church, Old School, as drawn from 
the Minutes. The summary extends to 


May of the present year. During the year 
ending May, 1860, three new Presbyteries 
have been organized, viz: Monmouth, Fair- 
field, and Puget Sound. 

Synods in connection with the General 
Assembly, 33; Presbyteries, 171; Licen- 
tiates, 338; Candidates for the ministry, 
534; Ministers, 2956; Churches, 3,531; 
Licensures, 166; Ordinations, 114; Instal- 
lations, 166; Pastoral relations dissolved, 
123; Churches organized, 124; Ministers 
received from other denominations, 55;— 
Ministers dismissed to other denominations, 
14; Churches received from other denomin- 
ations, 27; Churches diswwissed to other de- 
nominations, 2; Ministers deceased, 37; 
Members added on examination, 17,899; 
Members added on certificate, 11,316; ‘To- 
tal number of Communicants reported, 
292,917; Adults baptised, 5,156; Infants 
baptised, 15,631; Amount contributed for 
Congregational purposes, $2,241,916;— 
Amount contributed for Board and Church 
Extensions, 657,412; Amount contributed 
for miscellaneous purposes, $275,976; Whole 
amount contributed in 1859, $3,175,304. 


Wuar a WorxinGc Cuurcn cAN 
Our readers cannot fail to remember the 
circumstances under which the Free Church 
of Scotland seeeded from the Kirk or Na- 
tional Church—contending for the right to 
select and employ their own pastors. The 
secession was led by Dr. Chalmers, and the 
seceders found themselves at once without 
church edifices, without parsonages—thrown 
entirely upon voluntary contributions for 
the support of their ministry and benevo- 
lent institutions, and though comprising 
nearly or quite one half the members of the 
Kirk, yet, so far as wealth was concerned, 
much the poorest half. But they had en- 
ergetic leaders, and they were a working 
church. Now see what they have accom- 
plished in sixteen years: 

Daring the sixteen years of her existence, 
the receipts amounted to £3,250,000, or 
$16,250,000; out of this sum she has paid 
to her ministers (whose number, originally 
583, has now swelled to 812), very nearly 
£2,000,000. Upon education she has dis- 
bursed from the general education fund 
about £200,000. Her colleges have cost 
£450,000. -On home missions—a work 
never neglected, but only now beginning to 
be estimated at its fall valae—#£118,000 
have been bestowed. 

Besides this revenue for current expendi- 
tures, there is the amount given to be in- 
vested in buildings—the fixed capital of the 
Free Charch. Upon the erection of her 
800 church-edifices, there has been expend- 
ed £725,005. UHer 565 manses have cost 
£360,000; her 620 schools have cost £22.- 
000; her colleges, normal schools, assembly 
hall, and church offices, nearly £100,000, 
and £150,000 have been invested in order 
to yield annual endowments of various 
kinds, 

The grand total of sums contribnted by 
the Free Church for all purposes, from the 
disruption in 1843 to May, 1859, is close 
upon five millions sterling (twenty-five mil- 
lions of dollars. Her membership is esti- 
mated as rather under a quarter of a mil- 
lion; and the average contribution is, 
therefore, £20 ($100) per member. 


More Coat Discoveriss—We were 
shown a day or two since some superior 
specimens of coal, brought from a point 
situated on the Straits of Fuca, about 30 
miles west of Dungeness, by Capt. J. K. 
Thorndike. The pieces were obtained near 
the surface, and the appearance would in- 
dicate the presence of a quality which ad- 
mits of no superior on the Pacific coast.— 
They are as clear and clean as black di- 
amonds, It isa popnlar and apparently 
well founded opinion that our whole north- 
ern coast abounds in extensive and valuable 
coal deposits, and we doubt not the day is 
coming when the commerce and mannofac- 
tories of the Pacific will be supplied from 
the coal mines of Washington Territory. 
Capt. Thorndike also brought up some very 
fine specimens of petrfied wood, of which 
there is an abuudance in that locality — 
Cannot the petrific-properties of the waters 
thereabouts be turned to some profitable 
account? Everything was made for the use 
and benefit of man, and the elements which 
turn wood to stone must eventually acquire 
usefa! importance to our people.— Zhe 
North West.

THE ITALIAN BEE. 


Hermann, in a little work called the 
“Jtalian alp-bee, or the gold Mine of hus- 
bandry,” says: 

As all good and noble things in the world 
are more scarce than common ones, so there 
are more common black bees than of the 
noble yellow race, which latter inhabit only 
a very small piece of country, while the 
black ones are at home everywhere in En- 
rope, and even in America. The Italian 
yellow bee differs from the common black 
bee in its longer, slender form, and light 
chrome yellow color, with light brimstone- 
colored wings, and two orange-red girths, 
each one-sixth of an inch wide. Working 
bees as wellas drones have this mark. The 
drones are further distinguished by the 
girths being scolloped, like the spotted wa- 
ter-serpent, and obtain an astonishing size; 
almost half as corpulent again as the black 
drones. The queen has the same marks as 
the workirg bees, but much more conspici- 
ous and lighter; she is much larger than the 
black queen, and easy to be singled ont of 
the swarm, on account of her remarkable 
bodily size and light color. * * * The 
are extremely tender, amiable little creatures, 
and a bee protector is not necessary with 
them, as, unprovoked, they never sting, least 
of all their own master. It isa specific 
Swiss bee; the Alps are their home, and 
there they thrive beautifully; the higher 
the better. The exhalation of an Italian 
bee-bive is pungent, and easy to be distin- 
guished froma German hive. * * * It 
is seldom known that an Italian hive will 
harbor German bees, for the Italians resist 
an attack much more courageously, and 
knew how to keep their house clear. On 
the other hand, after a few weeks, Italian 
bees will be observed to march in and out 
of German hives, just as if they were quite 
at. home; such is the case if there is only 
one Italian hive on the stand. The cause 
is easily explained. The Italians belong to 
the long-fingered craft, and creep into other 
hives, probable to look after the stores; 
then they begin to like the place, and they 
stop, joining the black people. In Germany 
the commencement has been made some 
years since to keep those bees, but they 
were only obtained in a bastard condition; 
many stories go the ronud about onr dear 
creatures, and virtues and vices are attri- 
buted to them which they do not possess. 
* * * These poor peuple bother them- 
selves about half or whole, and three-quar- 
ters or full blood, and many other subtili- 
ties, without arriving at the idea that there 
is no medium between pure and impure. — 
What is not a pure Italian is not Italian at 
all. If she is Italian she can only produce 
Italians; but a bastard never; just as a 
bastard can never produce an Italian. That 
which is not genuine, is, and remains, spu- 
rious.” 


LOIS WEEDON CULTURE. 


In Eugland, where, owing to the high 
rent paid for land it is necessary to resort 
to every expedient for increasing its fertil- 
ity, the agricultural community have lately 
been much exercised upon the subject of 
what is termed the “ Lois Weedon” system 
of wheat growing. The name is derived 
from the place where it originated, the vi- 
carage of Lois Weedon, in Northampton 
shire. The Vicar, Rev. Samuel Smith, 
fourteen years since, conceiving that much 
of success in wheat raising depends upon 
keeping the soil in proper mechanical con- 
dition, selected a field of four acres for a 
trial of the following experiment. After 
two crops in the ordinary rotation followed 
there, (first oats, and then vetches) wheat 
was drilled in tripple rows one foot apart, 
with intervals of three feet left vacant be- 
tween each strip of wheat. These vacant 
Spaces were dug deeply with the fork spade, 
bringing up about two inches of the under- 
lying yellow subsoil. During the spring 
these fallow strips were oceasionally loos- 
ened to within three inches of the growing 
wheat, and the weeds kept down by proper 
hoeing, until the spreading roots ocenpied 
the ground. After the crop was harvested, 
wheat was sown in the fallow spaces, in 
triple rows as before, and the siubble left 
from the previous crop was turned under to 
remain fallow the following year. This 
alternate cropping and fallowing of inter- 
mediate strips bas been continued in this 
fieli until thirteen successive crops of wheat 
have been gathered. No munure has been 
applied during the whole period, and altho’ 
the lavd was previously in low condition, 
the yield, as stated by Mr. Smith, has con- 
tinned to Imcrease from the first, and the 
average yield of the whole time has been 
thirty-six bushels per acre The soil has 
been deepened at each successive digging of 
the fallow, until instead of the five inches 
deep of wheat-producing laid with which 
the experiment commenced, the ground is 
now from sixteen to eighteen inches in 
depth. Thus the two great requisites of’ 


_ successfnl cultivation, increased yield and 


increasing fertility, hage been attained. 

The discussion now going on about this 
system is;whetber it willrepay the increas- 
ed outlay required for the labor of spading | 


and hand cultivation. The accounts kept 
by Mr. Smith of the expenses and returns 
seem to demonstrate that the plan is remut - 
erative there. But with the improvements 
now beipg introduced in implements for 
breaking up and stirring the soil, this objec- 
tion cannot long be urged. 
We notice this matter now more partico- 
larly to call attention to the effect of deep 
tillage in ameliorating the soil. The addi- 
tional one or two inches of subsoil brought 
to the surface each year and exposed to the 
action of frost, sau, rain, dew, and air, in 
the instance just related, were equivalent to 
a dressing of manure sufficient for the wants 
of the growing crops, aud added to the 
real fertility of the soil. The advocates of 
the system even maintain that by thus ex- 
posing the soilin fallow year by year, enough 
of the essential constituents of plants will 
be gathered from the air, and evolved by 
decomposition of the mineral deposits in the 
earth, to supply the wants of the wheut 
corp for any number of years. This extreme 
theory however is not needed, even if it 
were true. The application of manure is 
as easy in the Lois Weedon, as in any other 
system of culture, and when @ sufficient 
depth of soil is attained, the fertility can 
be readily kept up. 

To decide whether this mode of tillage 
shall become general, will require @ more 
extended trial than it has yet received. Mr. 
Smith considers it inappligable to other 
than clayey soi!s. Tbe attention awakened 
by his experience, has induced other trials. 
Much prejudice exists against it, and the 
whole subject will be thoroughly discussed. 
If it should prove succes-ful against the 
inevitable opposition to every novelty in the 
cultivation, it will not require many years 
to reduce it to practice on this side of the 
Atlantic. We shall note the progress of 


presented as may seem applicable to our 
own wants. Several points already devel- 
oped are worthy more extended notice when 
space permits.—Am. Agriculturist.

If half the 
time and energy now wasted in politics, 
hazardous speculations and busy idleness, 
were spent in the advancement of agricul- 
ture; if the people were as intent on pre- 
serving their farms from deterioration, as 
they are in “preserving the Union,” and 
settling the manifold vexed questions of the 
day; if they were half as eaanest in bat- 
tling with briers and weeds, and poor fences 
and bad soils, as with their political oppon- 
ents, should we not be better off as a ration 
and as individuals? 

Why is England to-day the garden of 
Europe, unless it is because every acre is 
so wisely cultivated? Why is even barren 
Ngw England made so productive, unless 
because of the industry and intelligence of 
her agriculturists? Well has one said :— 
“The fields ought to be the evening and 
morning theme of all Americans who love 
their country. To fertilize and improve 
his farm, ought to be the prime temporal. 
object of every owner of the substantial 
soil. All national aggrandizements, power 
and wealth may be traced to agriculture as 
its ultimate source. Commerce and agri- 
culture are only subornate results of this 
main-spring. We consider agriculture as 
every way subsidary not only to abundance, 
industry, comfort and health, but to good 
morals, and ultimately even to religion itself 
.... We shall always sing, “Speed the 
plow!” weshall always regard the American 
farmer, dressed for his employment, and 
tilling his grounds, as belonging to the order 
of real noblemen.—Am. Agriculturist, 


PasTuRING Horses.—Few of the writers 
who have discoursed upon the management 
of horses, have said anything about the sum- 
mer grazing of these animals. Nor, in fact, 
is it a subject upon which much of impor- 
tance can be said. Yet there are some 
points connected with it, well worthy of con- 
sideration. Youatt says: “Thespring grass 
is the best physic that can be given toa 
horse. ‘To a degree which no artificial 
aperient or diuretic can reach, it carries off 
every humor that may be lurking about the 
animal. It fines down the roundness of the 
legs, and except there be some bony en- 
largement, restores them to their original 
form and strength. There is nothing so re- 
freshing to their feet as the damp coolness 
of the grass into which they are turned, and 
nothing so calculated to remove every en- 
largement or sprain, as the gentle exercise 
which the animal voluntarily takes while 
his legs are exposed to the cooling process 
of evaporation that is taking place from the 
herbage on which he treads. The experi- 
ence of ages has shown that it is the most 
skillful of veterinarians. It is the renovat- 
ing process of nature where the art of man 
fails.”— Boston Cultivator. 


SELECTED RECIPES. 


FLOATING IsLanp.—A nice dish for tea 
may be made in the following way: Beat 
the whites of two eggs to a stiff foam, which 
pour upon a quart of milk previously set to 
boil; when the milk boils, the foam is done 
and you may take it off. Beat the yolks of 
five and whites of three eggs together, with 
sugar and salt to taste, and stir into the boil 
ing milk ; let it boil and place in your sauce 
dish, with the foam floating on the top.— 
You may season with lemon or vanilla. 


Rice Caxe.—Three eggs, and the same 
weight of ground rice, mixed and beaten 
well. Bake quickly in a mould. 


Kisses on Drop Caxes.—One cup of 
butter, two cups of sugar, three-quarters of 
a cup of water, half a teaspoonful of saler- 
atus, two eggs, four or five cups of flour. 
Bake them on atin, and put a lump of su- 
gar in the center of each. 


CruLLErRs.— One tablespoonful butter, 
one table spoonful sugar, one egg, one-half 
teaspoonful soda in three tablespoonsful of 
milk. 


CrumPets.—Two pounds of flour, two 
eggs, one-half teacup of yeast, one pint of 
sweet milk; a little salt, .: 


Steam Puppine.—One cup sour milk, 
one teaspoonful cream tartar, one-half tea- 
spoonful soda, two eggs, one teaspoonful 
salt; make as thick as griddle-cakes, and 
steam one hour; add whatever fruit you 
like. 


To Coox Cueese.—Cut a quarter of a 
pound of cheese into small slices, and boil 
a minute in a teacupful of water; beat one 
egg and one teaspoonful of flour together, 
adding gradually one pint of milk, pour in- 
to the boiling cheese and stir, which after a 
few minutes cooking is fit to serve for a sup- 
per relish.

SALE @OF MERCHANDISE BY SAMPLE. 

‘In a laté number of the Boston Commercial Bulletin 
the following report ofa decision by the Fifth District 
Court of New Orleans is given, which, says that jour- 
na), is interesting not only to dealers in cotton, (which 
article was the subject of the transaction that formed 
the basis of the suit) but to all merchants, as the prin- 
ciple involved is of general application. 


Buckner, Stanton & Newman sold to Delaney, Rice 
& Co., on the 6th of March, 1860, nine bund and 


hty bales of cotton at 9 & cents per pound. When 
rr autton was in ed, one hundred and eighty- 
eight bales were rejected as mixed and unmerchsntable, 
according to the samples by which the lot was pur- 
chased. The plaintiffs took back the mixed eae, and 
substituted merchantable cotton of as good quality as 
the original samples called for. The defendants re- 
fused the entire Jot, so made up, and the plaintiffs sold 
it to other parties for less than the first sale — 
ants, and then brought a suit to recover the deficiency. 
Judge Eggleston decided that the plaintiffs cquld not 
sustain an action against the defendants, because the 
first sale was tinctured with fraud, and the offer to sub- 
stitute good cotton for the mixed could not be binding 
on the defendants, unless they had agreed to it; that 
the plaintiffe, when. they took back the 188 es of 
mixed cotton, legally removed al! obligations on the 
rt of the defendante to retain the other portion.— 
The sale consisted of 980 bales, and the lot delivered 
must be considered the lot first agreed upon and oot, 
“the original and the substituted cotton establis 
one of two things, either that there originally was no 
sale to the defendants, or if there had been one, the 
plaintiffs had subsequently annulled the sale, and re- 
sumed the title to and on of the cotton.” In 
conclusion, he said: ‘The plaintiffs,in my opinion, 
~ have failed in making out a legal demand against the 
defendants, and must pay the costs of their suit ” 


There is no new principle involved in this decision, 
but its application is not so general asthe remark of 
the Boston journal would seem toimply. A particular 
lot of Cotton was sold by a specific sample; the pur- 
chasers contracted for a particular lot of 980 bales of 
Cotton, not for 980 bales of Cotton of a certain quality, 
although it was implied that the particular lot in ques- 
tion should be of the quality represented by the sam 
ples, and the Court ruled that, inasmuch as all of the 
lot of Cotton did not turn out equal to the samples, 
there was originally no sale Cotton is sold differ- 
ently from almost any article of merchandise that 
changes hands in this market. It is offered through the 
factor either as the growth cf one plantation or the 
“ jist,” as it is called in the markets where it is vended, 
is made up from the productions of different estates, and 
the buyer purchases in all instance a specific parcel. If 
the “ list,” or any portion of the quantity purchased, 
does not accord with the samples, the rule is that there 


has been originally no sale. and that no offer to sub- 
stitute a good article is binding upon the buyer, unless 


he agrees to it. But this will not admit of buyers re- 
jecting,other goods that are sold according to a difer- 
ent custom. For instance, a sale of 600 boxes of 
Thain’s Candles is effected. If the particular lot of Can- 
dies is exhibited to the buyer, or specified to be at a 
certain warehouse, or on board of a particular ship, 
and is sold according to sample, the buyer is only 
bound to accept the same if the goods accord with the 
sample. But if he buys 500 boxes of candles of a cer- 
tain brand, and of a quality equal to a sample upon 
which he concludes the purchase, he is bound to accept 
any 500 boxes Candles ot the specified brand and qual- 
ity that the vendor is ready to deliver upon application 
of the vendee for the same. It is well to understand 
the distinction, especially in this market where fluctua- 
tions are so great, and where there might be tempta- 
tions sufficient to biass the judgment of both buyer and 
seller as to their rights and obligations in the premises. 


THE EFFECTS OF USURY ON PRICES 
AND WAGES. 


We may look at this subject of prices from another 
and perhaps still more striking point of view. Accord- 
ing to the monthly returns made of the Banking busi- 
ness of the United States, it appears that the amount of 
loans specified in the returns of the principal banks 
throughout the country represent no meap sum. 
banks of New York report a line of discounts of about 
130 millions of dollars; of Boston, about half of that 
sum; of Philadelphia, nearly half of those of Boston; 
of New Orleans, about three-fourths of those of Phila- 
delphia; and of Providence, about the same New 
Orleans. These banks alone represent a total of. loans 
of 260 millions of dollars. The banks of Canada report 
a line of discounts usually averaging thirty millions of 
dollars. These sums combined represent a total of 300 
millions of dollars lent on hire. The interest of this 
vast sum at 7 per cent. is 21 millions of dollars. But 
this does not indicate anything like the real amount 

for the hire of manee. Mr. Colwell has given 
some valuable statistics on this point. He estimates the 
sums paid for interest and discount in and out of bank 
in the United States alone, during 1856, at $100,000,000! 
He assumes that the daily payments of New York city 
amount to $30,000,000. and that the whole payments of 
the United States range to.ten times this sum, or 
$300,000, each day. Were interest charged tor the 
whole of this, it would amount to the almost fabulous 
sum of #900,000,000. Mr. Colwell estimates the amount 
paid yearly for interest as high as 000.000. The 
amount is probably overstated, for all these payments 
are not on account of discounteg paper. The annual 
clearings of the banks ot New York.amounted, in 1857, 
to $7,000.000,000, or About $20.000,000 daily. Even at 
one-half of this eatimate, the sum paid by the consum- 
ers throughout the United States for aro-called accom- 
modation, as false and hurtful as it is useless, would 
amount annually to the enormous sum of three hundred 
millions of dollars. We are inclined, however, to be- 
lieve that asum of one hundred and fifty millions of 
dollars may be set down as asafe estimate. Ifthe banks 
throughout the United States reap a sum of erage, 
it gives to each of the 1,400 —- establishments a 
yearly profit of $70,000; $2,100,000 is the sum drawn 
out of the pockets of the consumers in Canada by the 
banking institutions of that nn If we divide this 
among the ten chartered banks, it gives to each the 
snug sum of $210,000 yearly. If we calculate the in- 
terest upon other transactions in and out of bank, and 
of becetanave throughout the country, we are all pro- 
bably not far astray in estimating the sum paid in Can- 
ada, on account of interest, at four dollars per head of 
the population. These are the sums which usury adds 
to the price of the goods we consume, and for no bene- 
fit whatever. It passes from the pockets of the many 
into the pockets of the few. The price the Americans 
ay annuslly in the way of a tax upon their goods for 
the use of this worthless commercial “ wampum” is 
ual to one-fifth of all the capital employed in the 
nited States in manufacturing, mining. and art, or 
more than double the annual yield of California gold! 
Every man, woman and child in the United States pays 
at least a sum of six dollars annually for the privilege 
of being robbed. These are the sums which usury is 
instrumental in adding to the price of every article of 
consumption, luxury or use; ov, in other words, the 
labor of the community suffers a loss equivalent to 
what is designated by these vast sums And what is 
the recompense we receive; Positively worse than 
nothing. A fatal currency is introduced throughout 
the whole of the community—the men of commerce are 
reduced, by the blandishments and charms of a system 
as cruel as it is delusive, to stake their interests on a 
cast of the dice—the framework of society is periodi- 
cally broken up. and its energies paralyzed—and the 
minds of all are kept in a state of nervous expectation 
and excitement, but ill suited either for the concerns of 
domestic life or the safe and steady progress of labor 
ag.
